Your attention is also called tothe fact that the 
cotton seed oil mills, opposite the United States 
military reseryation,:- are diverting a part of the 
waterirom the branch which supplies the City 
reseryoir, by pumping it into the mills, 

Referred to committee on sewers. 

Mr. Morris gained tie attention of the chair. 

“Your honor,’’ said he, ‘‘a petition was 
printed in Tur CownstrruTion several days 
ago, signed by a number of fourth ward citi- 
zens, which reflected on the members from 
that ‘ward, I must acknowledge that in my 
indignation at the charges that I nsed language 
Which I now regret. I have e since learned that 
at least 445 of the 450 names were si igned in 
ignorance of the language used in the peti- 
tion. We have buried the hatchet, however, 
and I want to ask the council to aid myself 
and Mr. McLendon to extend the sewer, if 
possible. The fourth ward never had a rep- 
resentative who had its interests more at 
heart than Ihave.

| CAPT. MILLEDGE RESIGNS 


also. 


WIS POSITION AS CAPTAIN OF THE 
HORSE GUARD. 


Hie Explains His Reason for This Action—The 
Company Creates the New Office of Past 
Captain, and He Is Made a Life Member. 


Captain John Milledge has resigned the cap- 
taincy of the Governor’s Horse Guard. 

At the quarterly meeting of the company 
last night, Captain Milledge informed. the 
company of his intention to lay his resignation 
before the governor today. 

In explaining his reasons for this step, Cap- 
tain Milledge said, among other things: 

“I now wish to donate my entire time and 
attention to building up the state library. 
There are sixty thousand books, and I propose 
to have every one where I can lay my hand on 
it at a moment’s notice. I hope that the 
library will grow till it is one of the greatest in 
the Jand. 

“There is one serious objection to my re 
taining the captaincy of the Horse Guard. I 
am almost blind. Noone knows how hard it 
is for me to sec anything. In case of a riot, if 
my company were called out, it would be im- 
possibie for me to command it right. The 
failure of my vision might cause me to direct 
the company toa wrong point of attack, and 
thereby endanger thé lives of the citizens. 
Knowing my infirmity, I prefer to resign 
now. I donotcare to be put into a position 
whero the infirmity of my eyes will make me 
unequal to the emergency. I do not care to 
have people say 1 am only fit for a carade 
captain when 1 fought all through the war.”’ 

Captain Milledge’s announcement created 
genuine consternation in the meeting. Ever 
since its inception he has been tlhe moving 
Sprit of the Horse Guard, and by his zealous 
CLO its las been the greatest factor in the com- 

pany’s success. His announcement met with 
a storm of “noes’’ from the members. Several 
officers and men spoke, urging that: Captain 
Milledge reconsider his action. 

“In, justice to myseif and my _ posi- 
tion, I cannot =do otherwise than 
resipn,”’ he said. ‘‘i have come to this deter- 
mination after having considered the matter 
carefully and serjously. I am always ready, 
and will always be ready, to do all in my power 
for the company’s good, but I cannot serve as 
your captain.” 

Lhe ineibers of the company created a new 
office, that of Past or Retired Captain, and 
elected Captain Milledge to it. This gives him 
a lifetime active membership in the com- 
pany, with no dues to pay 
but with all the privileges’ iypcident 
to active membership. Captain Milledge ina 
happy speech, accepted the honor. 

The Guard then appointed Lientenant At- 
kins, Lieutenant Smith, Sergeant Morris and 
Sergeant Miiler a committee to draft resolu- 
tions expressing the deep regret of all the 
members at losing their captain---these resol u- 
tions to be spread upon the company’s min 
utes. 

The time for the election of Captain 
Milledge’s suecessor has not as yet been agreéd 
upon. At its next meeting, the 15th inst., a 
time will beset and the adjutant general will 
be eg to call an ¢ ia en nm.
